MUSSOLINI GREETS 
THEM ON ARRIVAL 


Premier Waited Two Hours 
at Field but Left Shortly 
Before They Landed — 
They Meet Him at Home.

ROME, July i11.—Roger Q. Wil- 
liams and Lewis A. Yancey, recov- 
ered from their fatigue after their 
flight yesterday from Santander, 
Spain, to Rome, today began a ser- 
ies of official and social engage- 
ments in honor of the completion 
ef their trip from Old Orchard, 
Me. 

Accompanied by United States 
iimbassy. attaches, they called a 
tailor and had measurements taken 
for several business suits. Then 


they had luncheon at the home of | 
d'affaires | 


Alexander Kirk, charge 
of the Embassy, during which 
plans for their stay in Rome were 
discussed. ‘ 

After the wild reception on the 
Littorio air field last night when 
the crowd broke through the po- 
lice lines the authorities have tak- 
en closer hold and the greetings to 
the flyers have been more orderly. 
This morning the flyers went out 
to the air field and inspected their 
plane. The motor was in excellent 
condition,. but the fuselage will 
need a long strip of fabric, torn 
off by the wind. This strip, first 
torn on the trans-Atlantic flight, 
was temporarily fixed at Santand- 
er, but again was torn off during 
the 10-hour flight to Rome. 

Reception Tonight. 

The American colony will have 
its first opportunity of seeing the 
flyers at close hand at a public re- 
ception this evening at the Villa 
Sparta, to be given by Kirk. 

The official program for the air- 
men calls for a reception this eve- 
ning by the Governor of Rome, a 
great popular demonstration near 
the Chigi Palace, and another re- 
ception by the Fascist party. 

Tomorrow. an official dinner will 
be given by the United States em- 
bassy, while on Sunday there will 
be a banquet which Premier Mus- 
solini himself will attend in his 
capacity of Air Minister. 

A reception at Littorio air field 
on Sunday will be marked by nu- 
merous stunt flights by Italian avi- 
ators and it is hoped that Williams 
and Capt. Yancey may make a 
flight in the Pathfinder in order 
to show the trans-Atlantic ship to 
all Rome. 

On Monday the flyers will go to 
San Rossoge, near Pisa, for an au- 
dience with King Victor Emman- 
uel, 

“Gee, but we need sleep,” Yan- 
cey said last night. ‘‘Do you know 
what tim» I went to bed this morn- 
ing? Four o'clock. Santander may 
be small, but it surely knows how 
to entertain.”’ 

The fight against head winds 
yesterday from Santander to Rome 
was the hardest part of their trip, 
the flyers said. 

“Over Toulon,” Yancey said, ‘‘we 
seemed actually to stand still. A 
five-foot strip of fabric was torn 
off underneath the fuselage and 
later I had the funny experience 
of putting my foot through the air- 
plane, 

Headed for Corsica. 

“Upon leaving Toulon we struck 
out across the sea toward Corsica. 
We had intended just to touch the 
tip of Napoleon’s Island, but in- 
stead we passed over it about 10 
miles inland. Then we made for 
the mainiand, sighting it at Civita- 
vecchia, whence we proceeded 
down tho coast. 

“My maritime experience came 
in handy. a was able to pick out 
the lighthouses and follow them 
for our course. We saw the lights 
of Rome 30 miles away, but we 
were not sure they were our des- 
tination until we turned in from 
the coast a:.1 picked up the lights 
on Littorio Field, and here we are.” 

Williams interrupted with the 
comment he was giad it was over. 
“I am glad we have done it,” con- 
tinued Yancey. “I am only sorry 
that we could not make it without 
a stop. If we could have taken off 
in the Pathfinder with the load of 
fuel we had in the Green Flash we 
would have made Rome in one 
jump easily. 


Guided by Stars. 


“I dit most of the navigating 
with a sextant since the earth in- 
ductor compass did not work a‘: - 
we left Old Orchard. My sea ex- 
perlence came in handy in using 
the stars fc. guidance. The ‘ane 
wag particularly adapted to this 
kind of navigation since there was 
very little vibration. I used a dif- 
ferent method from the ordinary 
ysed. ins ad of standing up for 
my sightings I sat down on the 
floor and made the _ sighting 
through the large fore windows, 
this being more reliable.

The Lamar bank robbery and 
murders were committed by four 
men. They entered the bank dur- 
ing the afternoon and proceeded to 
scoop up $200,000 in cash and se- 
curities. The first interference 
came when the 75-year-old presi- 
dent of the bank, A. N. Parrish, 
stepped to the door of his private 
office and fired a pistol at the 
robbers. They shot and killed him. 
His son, John F. Parrish, ran to- 
ward a telephone and was shot to 
death. A customer was beaten on 
the head with a revolver for being 
slow to obey the _ robbers’ com- 
mands. 

Two Others Killed. 

Stealing an auto and _ taking 
along two hostages, A, E. Kessin- 
ger, assistant cashier, and E. A. 
Lundgren, one-armed teller, the 
robbers sped out of town. 

Sheriff Alderman gave chase, 
alone in an automobile. To trap 
him, the robbers stopped beside the 
road, pretending to fix a tire. The 
Sheriff also stopped. The robbers 
and the Sheriff exchanged shots 
until the latter, his weapons emp- 
ty and his car disabled, dropped 
to the ground and feigned death. 
The robbers drove on, with their 
two captives. 

Lundgren was released unharmed 
but Kessinger was shot to death. 
His body was found in an aban- 
doned shack at Liberal, Kan., on 
the following June 12. That night 
Dr. W. W. Wininger, Dighton 
(Kan.) physician, was summoned 
from his home, presumably to treat 
one of the robbers wounded in the 
Lamar holdup.

OF OPIUM RING 


Report Finding Retdente In- 
criminating Mrs. Ying in| 
Smuggling Plot in Search 
of Her Baggage. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11— 
Ramifications of an alleged interna- 
tional opium smuggling ring were 
being traced by Government offi- 
cials here today as they awaited 
instructions from Washington re- 
garding Mrs. Susie Ying Kao, wife 
of the suspended Chinese Vice Con- 
sul here, in whose baggage a for- 


tune in opium was found Monday. 

‘Investigators last night an- 
nounced that “incriminating evi- 
dence” had been found in Mrs. 
Ying’s personal baggage, which was 
opened after the opium had been 
discovered. It was said to have im- 
plicated ‘“‘a high official’’ in the 
Chinese Consulate here, 

United -atcc Attorney George J. 
Hatfield said only Mrs. Ying’s 
quasi-diplomatic standing had pre- 
vented her arrest thus far. He said 
he expected instructions from the 
Department of Justice today. 

Inves::gators declared they had 
found “indisputable proof of Mrs. 
Ying’s culpability’ in her personal 
baggage. She has insisted that she 
was unaware of the presence of 
opium in her trunks and that she 
was the dupe of smugglers. 

Federal, officials said they had 
learned that she would have re- 
ceived $23,000 if she had been suc- 
cessful in getting the opium past 
the customs inspectors here. They 
declared that prominent Chinese of 
San Francisco and Honolulu, as 
well as others in China, had been 
implicated, and that the names of 
the ring’s leaders were known to 
them. 

John Smith, Government agent, 
declared last night that the price 
of opium here had increased $50 a 
tin since the disclosures. 

Resentment against Mrs. Ying 
ran high in the Nationalist circles 
of Chinatown. Chinese language 
newspapers printed an appeal fora 
mass meeting “to make amends for 
this insult offered the American 
people by one of our own race.”

WASHINGTON, July 11.—A tan- 
gle of racial customs, differing na- 
tional laws and international diplo- 
matic usage today hid the immedi- 
ate future of Ying Kao, suspended 
Chinese Vice Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, and his wife, who is ac- 
cused of having attempted to 
smuggle a large quantity of opium 
into the United States. 

Ying Kao has been attached to 
the San Francisco consulate for 
five years, having been appointed 
by the former Pekin Government. 
As a result of the finding of opium 
in the trunks brought into the 
United States by Mrs. Ying Kao, he 
has been formally suspended from 
all duties connected with the con- 
sulate, pending further investiga- 
tion by Minister C. C. Wu, the rep- 
resentative in Washington of the 

new Nanking Government. 

The Minister’s action followed the 
receipt at the legation of numer- 
ous messages from Chinese in the 
United States and the dispatch by 
him of a preliminary report to 
Nanking. 

If American courts should acquit 
Mrs. Ying, accepting the contention 
that she was not aware the opium 
was in her trunks—that it was 
placed there by others and that she 
was merely their dupe—she and 
possibly her husband would still 
be subject to trial in China if they 
ever returned. 

A complete investigation of the 
incident by Chinese officials at San 
Francisco, meanwhile, has been or- 
dered by the Minister. He is await- 
ing the results of that inquiry and 
any information which the custome 
authorities of the Treasury may 
furnish through the State Depart- 
ment before making a full report 
| to the Nanking Government.

Pathfinder Crew Had to Fly 
“Blind” All the Way Across 
Plane Damaged 


Fog and Clouds Obscured Vision — Saw 
Ocean Twice, and Sighted One Steamer 
ae —Wild Reception in Spain.

Crew of the Trans- Atlantic Air- 
plane Pathfinder, Which Last 
Night Completed a Journey 
From Old Orchard Beach, Me., 
to Rome. 

(Copyright, 1929.) 

ROME, July 11.—Here we are 
in Rome. We were forced by ex- 
haustion of our fuel supply to land 
Tuesday night in Santander, but 
our arrival here was none the less 
happy and the enthusiasm of Pre- 
mier Mussolini and the Italian of- 
ficials and people seems none the 
less real and sincere than if we 
had broken every record in the 
world and made our trip in even 


better time than we had hoped. 
When we dropped onto the Lit-| 
torio Flying Field there was such 
a crowd and such enthusiasm that 
we were overwhelmed. We looked | 
for the Italian dictator, but we 
learned that he had waited a long | 
while and had left the field a 
few moments before we landed. 

From the airfield we were taken 
to the Villa Torlonia, the resi- 
dence of Italy’s Premier, where we 
received the embraces of the man 
who not only is the guiding head 
of a people, but also has a great 
interest in aviation. It was a 
democratic meeting. He patted us 
on the shoulders and saluted us 
with a kiss on our wind-burned 
cheeks. We felt at home in Italy. 
We left Old Orchard, Me., at 
8:50 o’clock last Monday morning. 
We had enough gasoline to car- 
ry us to Rome and, as we thought, 
with plenty to spare. But we soon 
found out that the wind and the 
long beech at Old Orchard was giv- 
ing us difficulty right at the start. 

Dumped 60 Gallons. 

The ship refused at first to rise. 
We did not wish to repeat our dis- 
astrous experience of 10 days be- 
fore when we were forced to return 
after getting into the air. At the 
last minute we made several! trials 
with a small airplane and then as 
a final concession to our difficul- 
ties we decided to drop 60 gallons 
of gasoline. 

The weather bureau reported fa- 
vorable winds, with hazardous con- 
ditions in the clouds and dense 
fog. The sky that morning was 
hazy and misty. After our take- 
off we took our course for Rome 
with the fog seeming to grow 
thicker every minute. We decided 
to fly back for some 20 minutes to 
gain our altitude and to get above 
the fog and clouds. There is noth- 
ing sO dangerous as low flying on 
the ocean, even with a light plane. 
We succeeded in gaining our al- 
titude and then again took our 
course in the direction of Rome. 
To our right wing we saw a Coast 
Guard boat below, following us, 
while to our left wing we saw the 
Savoia escorting us. After an hour 
our escorts left us as we were gain- 
ing rapidly on them. We contin- 
ued our flight in the dense fog and 
clouds for seven long hours, bat- 
tling against dangerous winds and 
squalls. 

Hard to Balance Plane. 
It was a hard job to keep our 
ship in balance. Both of us are 
agreed that this was the tough- 
est flight in all our flying experi- 
ence. 
We saw the ocean for the first 
time through a hole in the clouds, 
flying at a height of 5000 feet. 
In the middle of the hole was a 
gray tramp steamer which looked 
like a painted ship in a chromo 
picture. 
In less than an hour the fog 
again became so thick that we 
kept on climbing into the clouds, 
and we had to fight against mist 
and fog all day long. After that 
long hard day of struggling the 
night came on with worse dangers, 
difficulties and uncertainties. 
We never realized before what 
it meant to fly in total darkness 
without the slightest idea of where | 
we might be—just hanging between 
One abyss and another. There was 
no moonlight. The sky never 
seemed so black. 
Twice during that awful night 
cold blasts and squalls gave us a 
shiver. Yet there were no icebergs 
near. Two storm hazards were 
Our worst night experiences. Dur-

ing one of them we lost the bot- 
tom of our fuselage, but we did 
not discover it until some time 
later. 

There were long hours when we 
did not know whether we were be- 
ing held back by winds or wheth- 
er we were being driven up or 
down, but we continued forging 
ahead. And as we flew we hoped. 
The loss of the fuselage cover 


greatly crippled us as it reduced 
our speed materially for the rest 
of our voyage. 

Toward morning a faint light 
that could hardly be called dawn 
gave us more hope. We were fly- | 


ing at a height of about 7000 “-et. |

Flyers Almost Beaten. 

The light became gradually bet- 
ter. The clouds rose and piled up 
higher in the sky. We had been 
flying for 20 hours against rough 
odds and we were stiff and tired.

Both of us had been feeling badly 
two days before the start, so now 
we had a chance to take little bits 
of rest alternately—falling off to 
sleep almost overcome by the fierce 
strain on our muscles and nerves. 
All our attention during those 
20 hours had been required to keep 
the balance of our ship and to nav- 
igate safely. We had not taken a 
minute of that time to either eat 
or sleep. As the clouds rose high- 
er, towering into the sky, we also 
steered for higher altitudes, climb- 
ing to about 14,000 feet when some 
miles off the Spanish coast. 
About 11 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing we saw for the second time on 
the whole trip the blue green ocean 
below us—this time 14,000 feet be- 
low. We tried to spot a ship 


other moving thing until w 
reached the coast of Spain. 

We tried to avoid Spain, fearing 
difficulty in landing, if that should 
become necessary, and so we head- 
ed our course over the Bay of Bis- 
cay toward Bayonne as we thought, 
hoping our gasoline would hold out 
until we reached some point on 
the French coast. 

At Bayonne we hoped to be able 
to refill our gasoline tanks and 
start immediately for Rome. But 
just about an hour before dark we 
saw that our gasoline would only 
last us about another 30 minutes. 

The situation that faced us was 
tremendously serious and we 
veered directly for the Spanish 
coast, which fortunately before 
long appeared in a gray dim out- 
line. We saw a long narrow strip 
of beach. No other landing place 
appeared for a hundred miles, 
either way, along the coast. 

We headed for the little gray- 
white beach which was just wide 
enough and long enough for us to 
land. We came down beautifully, 
without the slightest scratch or 
jump. 

We were immediately surround- 
ed by gaping, wondering natives 
in strange, multi-colored costumes. 
We did not know whether we were 
in France or Spain. 

We fired all sorts of questions 
at them but they could not under- 
stand us, until someone came up 
and spoke to us in broken EAfglish, 
telling us we were at Santander. 
When the natives heard we had 
flown across the ocean they be- 
came enthusiastic, some of them 
even almost hysterical. They 
waved their arms and hats for joy 
and ran about excitedly. 

Soon the leading persons of the 
town came and in no time we had 
offers of all sorts of help. But we 
could not refill our tanks there, it 
was evident. So we only looked 


| over our plane in the dark as best 
|} we could, 


to see that everything 
was all right. The natives insist- 
ed on giving us a great reception, 
not realizing the great strain we 
had been under for so long and 
that what we needed most was rest 
and sleep. 

Fortunately, after some time they 
gave us a rest and we were able 
te snatch a few hours of sleep.

-OW this interests us here in

This recalled a recent opinion of 
Federal Judge Faris, striking from 
a drainage district’s answer to the 
condemnation suits proper all ref- 
erence to damages within the 
floodway.

He advised that the proper time

Suit Without Standing. 

Reciting that the suit was with- 
out standing. since the Govern- 
ment had not consented to it, and 
that there was no cause for ac- 
tion since it did not directly at- 
tack the flood control act itself, 
Judge Davis pointed out that 
awarding of contracts for the set- 
back levee would not, as had been 
asserted, confiscate the plaintiff's 
land. 

“The effects of the adoption of 
the flood control plan of which 
the plaintiff complains, the inabil- 
ity to sell his property or borrow 
money on the security thereof,”’ 
he added, “are mere consequen- 
tial damages, such as the prospec- 
tive construction of any great pub- 
lic works is likely to entail and for 
which relief is not afforded.” 

He said that “the court will not 
anticipate’ any future damages 
to the land from the creation of 
the “fuse plug.” 

“The plaintiff has complete and 
adequate remedy at law,” he con- 
cluded. “The flood control act, 
and existing statutes made avail- 
able thereby, provide full measure 
of relief.”

She was well known in the dis- 
trict, especially in North Topeka, 
where she went to school, and lived 
the life of Kansas. She had learned 
to ride horseback, to sew and to 
cook.@ Even now, in the 10-room 
apartment in the exclusive ‘Hotel 
Mayflower, she is planning to “put 
up” preserves, jellies and canned 
fruits. 

With his sister heiping him, Mr. 
Curtis served in the Hovse until 
1907, when he was electe1 to the 
Senate. In 1912 he received the 
pgpular vote for the Republican 
senatorial nomination but lost un- 
der the district plan of counting. In 
the ‘Curtis-Gann household, this 
campaign is still referred to as “the 
big campaign.” In it, Dol‘y Curtis 
was a leading figure. She managed 
the headquarters, conferred with 
the local leaders and fil'ed speaking 
engagements. She insists now that 
she is not a good political spell- 
binder. 

After the Kansas Legisisature in 
1913 provided for nominations by 
direct vote of the peopie, Mr, Cur- 
tis won the Republ can senatorial 
nomination in 1914 and was re- 
turned to the Senate over George 
A. Neeley, Democrat, and Victor 
Murdock, Progressive. He was re- 
elected to the Senate in 1920 and 
1926. 


HILE her brother was still in 
W the Senate and she wis living 

with him and his wife, Dolly 
Curtis met Edward E. Gann, who 
is known to his frierds as ‘Billy.’ 
She thinks he was attracted to her 
by the complicatiors over their 
first meeting. 

On one of her numerous trips 
back to Kansas, one of her friends 
asked *er whether she had met u 
promising young lawyer named 
Gann who had been in Topeka 
with the Santa Fe Railroad. When 
she replied that she had not, her 
friend isked if it would be agree- 
able to her if the friend wrote him 
and asked him to call on Miss Cur- 
tis. She told her friend to g0 
ahead, but pointed out that men 
were at a premium in Washington 
and seldom went out of their way 
to meet new girls. She did not pay 
much attention to the name of her 
future husband. 


When she returned to Washing- 
ton, Mr. Gann telephoned her and 
asked if he might call. A suitable 
evening was arranged and still she 
did not pay much attention to the 
name. When she told her sister 
about the prospective call, Mrs. 
Colvin reminded her that they had 
an important dinner engagement 
for the same evening. 


Dolly Curtis was in a quandary. 
She wanted to go to the dinner and 
she didn’t remember the name of 
her caller. Apparently there was 
no way out of the embarrassing 
situation. There was, however, the 
friend in Topeka. The alert Miss 
Curtis wired to her friend, asking 
for the name and address of Mr. 
Gann. When she received the an- 
swer she telephoned him, related 
the circumstances and another eve- 
ning was set for the call. 

“I really think that Billy 
intrigued by the fact that I 
not awed by his call.” Mrs. Gann 
has told friends. “‘When we final-

In the publicity following the 
precedence incident, Mr. Gann was 
done a great injustice. He was 
pictured as a nonentity who had 
suddenly been thrown into the 
limelight. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Gann has been a prominent 
Washington attorney for years. 

He came to Washington in 191° 
as attorney for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, where he 
remained for four years. In 1914, 
the Department of Justice, under 
Attorney-General, now U.S. Su- 
preme Court Justice McReyn- 
olds, needed ae railroad. attor- 
ney ‘for antitrust suits arising out 
of the Union, Southern and Central 
Pacific Railroad cases. At Attor- 
ney-General McReynolds’ request, 
Mr. Gann was transferred to the 
Department of Justice as special 
assistant to the Attorney-General, 
where he remained until 1921. In 
1921 he set up a private law office 
as a representative of railroads anil 
other large corporations. Among 
other things, he is today Eastern 
counsel for the “Nickel Plate” 
Railroad. He is a member of the 
exclusive Metropolitan Club.

Borah and Frank O. Lowden 
turned down the offered nomina- 
tion which finally went to Charles 
G. Dawes, 


At the time of the convention, 
Senator Curtis was in Washington 
with his invalid wife. Mr. and 
Mrs. Gann went to Cleveland as 
his representatives, and without 
previous organization almost 
swung the convention for him. 
Their work was so effective that 
Mr. Gann received premature con- 
gratulations for having put his 
brother-in-law over and was asked 
tc sit on the Speaker's platform to
